topic of interest was Vh% mttter of State 
versus John F. Young and George E. Read. 


Tha first case called on the criminal 


docket, was State versus John F. Young 
Young was in Court, and plead "not guilty" 
his brother appearing in his delence. 


The first witness called for the prosecu- 


tion, was Mr. Job F. Stanton, grocer.No 10 
Market Square, whose store was alleged to 
have been entered by Young on the night 
of 13th inst., with false keys. Mr. S. tes- 
tified lo the amount of money lost, and 
swore to the identity of a bank note, the 
possession ofwhich, since the date above 
named, was traced to Young, said banknote 
Inning been abstracted from Mr. Stsnton's 
money drawer on the night in question. 
The bill was the more easily identified, as 
it is one of those few bills in circtilat ion 
on the broken batik of Milford, Delaware, 
with the name of the State torn off the up- 
per edge, right hand corner, giving the im- 
pression that thry are on the Milford Bank 
of Massachusetts. The above is a two 
dollar bill. Mr. S. also testified to Young 
having been frequently in his store both 
previous and subsequent to the robbery 


The next witness called, was George E'. 


-Read. The counsel for Young (his brother) 
objeoted to this witness being sworn, on the 
ground that he had been ] reviously con- 
victed of crime, and therefore disqualified 
by law from testifying in a Court of Justice- 
The City Solicitor admitted that such was 
the fact, hut added that he was now "just 
good a witness as anybody," to prove which 
he produced and read the following docu- 
ment :
